I PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  this  memorandum  is  to  reaffirm  Branch  policy  which  does 
not  permit  full-time  Federal  veterinarians  to  engage  in  the  private 
practice  of  veterinary  medicine  and  to  re -state  our  policy  concerning  the 
employment  of  practicing  veterinarians  on  a fee  basis. 

II  PROHIBITION  OF  PRIVATE  PRACTICE  BY  FULL-TIME  FEDERAL  VETERINARIAI'JS 

The  Branch  will  continue  to  follow  the  policy  of  prohibiting  full-time 
Federal  veterinarians  from  engaging  in  the  private  practice  of  veterinar^^ 
medicine^  or  in  assisting  practitioners^  or  in  any  other  outside  activities 
that  might  adversely  affect  their  working  relationship  with  livestock  owners^ 
or  which  may,  through  the  nature  of  such  activities,  prevent  the  employee 
from  properly  fulfilling  his  job  requirements. 

III  PAYPIENT  LliftTATIONS  TO  PRACTITIONERS  WORKING  ON  A FEE  BASIS 

Accredited  private  practitioners  employed  on  a fee  basis,  by  a letter  of 
authorization  under  delegated  authority,  become  Federal  employees  when 
performing  service  for  the  Federal  Government.  This  establishes  an 
employee -employer  relationship,  and  payments  for  services  must  be  made  only 
to  the  employee  performing  the  service.  This  policy  prohibits  such  employees 
from  claiming  payment  for  services  rendered  by  other  veterinarians  in 
their  hire.  All  veterinarians  performing  service  must  have  executed  and 
had  approved,  the  necessary  application  and  affidavit  forms.  Payment  . 
cannot  be  made  for  any  services  rendered  prior  to  the  date  on  which  the  forms 
are  executed.  In  addition,  any  situation  which  ma.Y  arise  requiring  adjust- 
ment of  withholding  tax,  or  FICA  deductions,  is  a matter  for  handling 
between  the  veterinarians  and  their  assistants. 

IV  NOTIFICATION  OF  VETERINARIANS 

The  necessary  action  should  be  taken  to  insure  that  this  information  is 
immediately  placed  in  the  hands  of  each  practicing  veterinarian  working 
for  the  Federal  Government  on  a fee  basis. 
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
